This man advertised in a local Cincinnati paper under head of business chances, statmg 
that he desired to invest some money in some business. This ad was answered a few days 
later by one of his victims, and a short time after that SeBoyd called and the victim went 
into details with SeBoyd, becoming interested in the stock and bond business. Among the 
list of securities that the victim was interested in placing was the gold notes of the Flow 
Mining Company at Kermit, W. Va. 

SeBoyd stated that he had two hundred shares of Standard Oil of California, one hundred 
Durant and one hundred Studebaker, and that he would dispose of his Standard Oil after 
December 10th, wliich was dividend day, and consider the proposition. A short time later he 
returned, stating that he had been ill, and during the conversation the victim stated that he 
become interested in some of the gold notes of the Flow Mining Company. SeBoyd stated 
that he would consider it, but they would have to visit the mines and make an inspection. 

On December 11th SeBoyd came into victim’s office and stated that he had sold his Stand¬ 
ard Oil on December 9th, and that he would have his funds by December 15th, and that he 
wished to visit the mines. He visited the mines, making an inspection of same December 
10th, and that evening agreed to take $18,750.00 worth of the bonds. 

The following day he tendered to tlie President of the mines a check supposed to have been 
issued by Curtis Sanger of San Francisco, Calif., drawn on the First National Bank of San 
Francisco, stating that he would return to Cincinnati and make settlement. The President 
of the mines advised SeBoyd that that matter could he taken care of at Kermit. SeBoyd 
presented a check, the face of which is on this circular, for $23,260, the purchase amounting 
to $18,750, and a cashier’s check was made out and given to SeBoyd for $4,510, which was 
issued by the Kermit State Bank at the request of D, W. Farquharson, President of the 
Flow Mining Company. 

SeBoyd returned to Cincinnati with one of the victims and was identified at one of the 
Cincinnati National Banks, so that he might deposit this cashier’s check, but in place of de¬ 
positing same after identification, he had it cashed. Later on he returned to victim’s office 
and staled that he would be ready to join him in business January 1st, but must first get his 
sister to Cincinnati to keep house for him, and requested that the bonds that he had pur¬ 
chased be delivered to him, but was told that he would have to wait to see if the check for 
$23,260 was paid. He left and that was the last seen of him. 

SeBoyd seemed to be familiar with Chicago and the leading hotels there.

* Madame Wayne, alias Mrs. W. B. Brenton, had six children, chuhhy little boy and girl around 10 

Young typical Irish type, having black hair and blue eyes, robust. Recently married. 

Son about 17, strikingly like his mother. Small blue eyes and full face. Medium height. 

Baby about one year and a half, having an anemic condition from lack of red blood. 

Mother and father, both stocky build and of Welch descent. Mother very stout between 70 and 75, 
and father between 75 and 80.

As 
they are common flim-flammers and fleecers they should be located, either working in conjunction with 
other fortune tellers, or separately.
